5W/AH8/ZK1/ZK2, PACIFIC DXPEDITION. Akio, JA3JM, will be active from 
several Pacific islands during the month of December and the first part 
of January. His activities will included CW/SSB/RTTY on 10-160 meters. 
His schedule is as follows: American Samoa - AA5K/AH8 from December 20- 
23th, Niue - ZK2XJ from December 24-30th, South Cooks - ZK1AIJM from 
December 31st thru January 2nd and Western Samoa - 5W1AS from January 
2-5th. QSL all contacts to JA3JM. 


8Q, MALDIVE ISLAND. Carlo, I4ALU, will be active as 8Q7BX from December 
26th to January 6th. Activity will be from Booluluthi Island, on CW 
only and on 10-80 meters. 


9G, GHANA. Peter, who is now active from Burkina Faso as XT2BW, will be 
leaving at the end of January in 1994 to spend 2-3 months on vacation 
with his family in Ghana. He will apply for a licence and will be active 
when time permits. QSL via WB2YQH. 


ON, NEPAL. The DXNL reports that Jerry, UT4UZ, and Andy, UB4LRQ, have 
rescheduled their trip to 9N-land and plan to be active December 7-21st. 
This will be a CW/SSB/RTTY operation. QSLs will go to PA3BUD or the UB5 
bureau. Meanwhile, a station signing 9N1HP was active for a few days 
during last week around 7008 kHz between 1200 and 1230z. 


JW, SVALBARD. Lars, LA5EBA, will be active as JW5EBA starting in mid 
January for 6 months. He will work for a meteorological station on Hopen 
Island, which is part Svalbard (EU-026) group that may qualify for a 

new IOTA number. 


ZS9, WALIS. ZS9DX was to be active during the 10 Meter Contest by 
operators ZS6BRZ and ZS6WPX, but there were no QSNs reported on the 
Ohio/Penn Network. Reports stated they would be active until December 
15th on all bands (including the WARC bands). The only activity seen 
from here was by Ian, ZS9A: SSB - 21335 kHz at 1400z (DX NET) and on 
RTTY - 21087 kHz around 1545z. Ian does frequent 10 meters but at 
various times. For those who have not worked ZS9, you better work it 
soon because there is a strong possibility that ZS9 will be deleted if 
the Republic of South Africa turns control over to Namibia. 


DXAC ACTIVITIES. The results of two DXAC votes were reported in the DXAC 
Monthly Report. 


RTTY Honor Roll: The DXAC recommands to the ARRL Awards Committee that 
Section I, Paragraph (1)(m) of the DXCC Rules be modified to include a 
RTTY Honor Roll, with qualification rules the same as for Mixed Honor 
Roll. The results of the DXAC vote on this issue are: 13 votes for and 
3 votes against. 


REVISION OF CW DXCC START DATE: The results of the DXAC vote on this 
item are - 5 votes for and 11 votes against. The majority felt that 
there would be a large shift in the CW DXCC standings because of the 
inclusion of deleted countries. 


DXAC INTERNAL AGENDA ITEMS: DXAC has been requested to study the following 
issues: 1) The consideration of additional single band endorseable 
DXCC awards for 30, 20 and 15 meters, endorsements for 5BDXCC award 
for 200 and 300 countries, and "extended endorsements for 2, 6, 12, 
17 and 160 meters for 200 and 300 countries. 2) The consideration of 
an "Honor Roll endorsement" to the 10 meter DXCC award, citing its 
use by Technican and Novice class operators and the fact that it is 
"a seasonal and sunspot-dependent band".
